LOUISVILLE, Ky,, Oct. 17.—The Courter- 
Journal of Tuesday publishes a letter from 
Prof. Klein, saying: “Ihave for several 
weeks past noticed a singular phenomenon 
in the heavens in the shape of a double 
comet, or comets, attended with nine smaller 
ones, all in a circle, closely resembling one 
of saturn’s rings.

Tae Dutch humorists who have been buy- 
ing up Confederate bonds at the rate of $2.50 
per $1,000 will awake some day to the dis- 
covery that, for a solid investment, this will 
not compare with the tulip-bulbs of their 
preat-grandfathers, Nearly all the Southern 
States which may be held morally responsi- 
ble for the Confederate bonds have later and 
more pressing obligations which they have 
repudiated in whole or in part, and others are 
still scheming to get rid of fractions of their 
debts acknowledged to be justly due, We 
have yet to perceive in any of these 
States a disposition to pay debts which 
they could avoid paying on good legal 
and moral grounds. The payment of these 
Confederate bonds by any State Gov- 
ernment would be illegal, as there is 
an express prohibition against it in an 
amendment to the National Constitution; it 
would also be immoral, as the States are 
now inhabited by a vast number of citizens, 
including the negroes, who did not proclaim 
the War, wage it, or sympathize with it, and 
ought not ta be taxed to pay the cost of it. 
The Dutch speculators realize further, it is 
to be hoped, that the price paid by them for 
the bonds is notorious, and that the first 
effort to get payment would be met by the 
denial of obligation, even of a moral or 
sentimental kind, beyond the $2.50 per $1,000 
invested in the speculation. If a popular 
subscription should be started to take up the 
bonds in every ex-Coufederate State, as pro- 
posed, it is doubtful if enough would be 
realized to liguidate the expenses of the 
lawyer in New York who has acted as agent 
in making the collections. 


New York is cursed with a large number 
of “bobtail cars,“ as Chicago once was. The 
Society for the Prevention of Accidents bas 
come to the conclusion that these vehicles 
are responsible for a large proportion of the 
collisions, runaways, and runovers on the 
streets where they are in use, and the offi- 
cers of that society have determined to prose- 
cute the corporations vigorously in every 
ease where an accident can be traced to one 
of the bobtail cars.“ But there is a more 
general and more serious complaint against 
these cars. The passengeris made conductor, 
collector, cashier, and sometimes a police 
officer. The corporation compels the public 
not only to endure overcrowding, but to act 
as agent for the company in collecting fare 
and helping to run the car. New York 
may learn from Chicago how to eet 
rid of these nuisances. They were run on 
several streets in this city for a long time, 
and until the public made upits mind that 
it would not stand the imposition any 
longer. People refused to pay their fare 
unless a conductor came to collectit. One 
gentleman took the leadership of this cru- 
sade. He would tell the people in every car 
in which he rede that he would pay ail their 
fares whenever aconductor presented himself 
to collect the same, The refusal to pay fares 
under this encouragement soon became so 
general that the company was compelled to 
yield to the public pressure in order to save 
its profits. The company resorted to several 
devices to save the bobtalls,“ but did not 
care to go into the courts, It soon put con- 
ductors on the bobtail cars, and then sub- 
stituted other and larger cars as rapidly as 
they could be built. The New York people 
can secure the same reform by adopting 
similar measures.

BOOKWALIER’S REVZLATION. 

Bookwalter, late Democratic candidate for 
Governor of Ohio, tells a story of the way in 
which he was taken in and done for by the 
Democratic leaders which would be laugha- 
ble were it not so sorrowful.

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PERIIS OF VIRGINIA POLITICS. 

Politics in Virginia present some situations 
that would be supremely ludicrous were it 
not for the profound gravity and deep 
earnestness of the actors. Every man in 
that State who engages in politics voluntarily 
subscribes to an implied pledge that if any 
person during the campaign shall utter any- 
thing disrespectful of him he will imme 
diately challenge such person to mortal com- 
bat; and, further, he assumes an obligation 
that if he shall utter anything distasteful to 
any other person he shall promptly when 
called upon present himself to be shot at. It 
will be seen therefore that politics in Vir- 
ginia are subject to the code, and that every 
man who makes a speech or writes a letter 
must prevare himself for contingencies, with 
a half-dozen friends to act as seconds, and 
with pistols, balls, powder, and caps, es- 
pecially the latter. 

Parties in Virginia at present are the Dem- 
ocrats and the Readjusters. The difference 
between them grows out of the State debt. 
The Democrats insist that the State debt 
amounts to a certain sum, and that the 
honor of Virginia demands that it be paid, 
principal and interest, to the last cent, but 
they reject all legislation and all action look- 
ing to the payment of any part of it. The 
Readjusters insist that the public debt is 
many mlllious less than the Democrats con- 
cede, and this amount they propose to pay, 
principal and interest. It is a question in 
Virginia which is most consistent with 
honor, to pay the less sum or to admit a 
large debt and pay no part of it. 

Mahone was a Democrat and a Confederate 
General, but not of as blue blood as the old 
Democratic dynasty. He has several native 
Virginia lieutenants, all of good blood, and 
with them he leads the Readjuster party. 
The Democrats lament the defection by 
which Virginians should oppose the old 
dynasty, and the election canvass has been 
marked with a large degreeof personal abuse 
and denunciation incidental to questions of 
blood and personal “honor.” One of Ma 
hone’s adjutants is named Riddleberger. 
Recently, Mr. Riddleberger published a let- 
ter purporting to have been written by one 
Wilson, charging George D. Wise with 
forgery, but at the same time disciaiming 
any responsibility for Wilson’s statements. 
Wise thereupon denounced Riddleberger as 
a “base liar and slanderer.“ and Riddleber- 
ger promptly challenged him. At the same 
time one R. F. Bierne, an editor, declared 
that Riddieberger was unworthy of belief, 
and Riddieberger also challenged him. 
Both duels were fixed for the same day, and 
Bierne and Riddleberger met. Pistols were 
plenty. but when the seeonds undertook to 
load the guns there was not a cap to 
be found. The duel had to be post- 
poned, and Riddleberger posted some miles 
further down the road where he met 
Wise. Here Wise’s cap refused to ex- 
plode; at the second shot, Wise’s bullet 
made a hole through the long tail of Fiddle- 
berger’s dress coat; at the third shot both 
missed, n Riddleberger advanced and 
held out his to Wise; a council of 
„honor“ was held, and it decided that Wise’s 
honor permitted him to accept Riddleberger’s 
hand, which he did, and the questions of 
“forgery” and “base lying” though un- 
settled, were declared off.“ because hon- 
ors” were equai on both sides. In the mean- 
time Bierne was cooling his heels a short 
distance away, and, caps having been pro- 
cured, Riddleberger and he were about to 
try their markmanship, when a Police Jus- 
tice appeared and arrested Bierne and his 
second; Riddleberger escaped the Justice, 
but at a later hour was also arrested. Both 
prineipais were put under bail, and the ques- 
tion of honor“ between them is yet unde- 
termined. Another of the Wise family has 
already fought a duel this year, and several 
other duels are in the wind. 

Those who remember the stories of Marry- 
at will recall the report made hy him in one 
of his books of the celelebrated triangular 
, duel when one of the parties challenged the 
two others, and they took positions at the 
points of a triangle, each man firing at his 
right hand neighbor. Why Riddleberger did 
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» deciared that his nomination was procured 


to tight anybody, even hi : 
may seriously damage him at the election, and 
he may be thus driven to stand up and he shot 
at. A later report is to the effect that both 
have been arrested and held to trial, so that 
case ot honor is also “off” for the present. 

These Virginia duels, or so-called meet- 
ings on the field of honor,” are not the work 
of boys or children, but the actors are full- 
grown men, old enough to understand that the 
farces in which they appear have not even 
the excuse of novelty. They are simply ri- 
diculous efforts at playing ridiculous heroes. 
They are senseless éxhibitions of childish 
folly, and that Virginian who has the cour- 
age to refuse to recognize any obligation on 
his part to submit to the code will rank 
much higher as a man of bravery and intel- 
ligence and as a sensible, cultivated geutle- 
man than will any of the participants in 
these mountebank performances on the 
“ field of honor,” whether they terminate in 
shots through the coat-tail or arrests by the 
constable. How much longer will Southern 
civilization continue to tolerate this affecta- 
tion of barbarism ?

THE NEW YORK BLEVATED BAILROADS 
AND THE GOLD BRICK Wax. 

Two men were arrested in New York the 
other day for attempting to sell to a retired 
tradesman who had some money to invest a 
gold brick made of brass. This brick was 
salted with a littie gold, which the holders 
bored out for assay, and the price of the 
fraud was $5,000, The men were arrested 
on @ charge of swindling, and will no doubt 
be tried, convicted, and sent to prison, as 
they deserve to be. 

In the same issue of the New York paper 
that telis of the apprehension of these gold 
brick swindlers ig an account of the 
successful negotiation for a settlement 
of the troubles between the elevated 
railroads. By this plan, Manhattan, which 
had been earning a deficit, is to receive 
annual dividends of 4 per cent. One of 
the high contracting parties to this agree- 
ment had sworn Win a month in a court 
of justice that Manhattan stock was worth- 
less, and had no assets whatever. The other 
high contracting party had declared that he 
would not give a cent for as many of its cer- 
tificates as a donkey could haul down hill. 
Hardly have these statements reached the 
public when these men meet and agree that 
this stock shall be paid a dividend of 4 per 
centa year out of the earnings of the ele- 
vated roads, and that the dividends of the 
other companies shall be reduced for that 
purpose. As an immediate result, Manhat- 
tan, which had been kicked around for 
months as worthless, advanced 50 per cent 
in price in two days, and seems likely to go 
much bigher. 

The men who are now selling up Manhat- 
tan as a dividend-payer are the same men 
who but a few weeks ago were using ail the 
machinery of the courts, the press, and of 
the Attorney-General of New York State to 
destroy all the confidence in its value of 
those who owned it. Receivers were ap- 
pointed, bankruptcy and forfeiture of its 
charter were threatened, its leases of the 
other roads were attacked as null and void, 
and stockholders were warned that all they 
could get from their Investment would be an 
assessment of 100 per cent on the stock they 
owned. Holders were scared out, and sold 
down to 15 the stock which they had bought 
at prices rising to 7 

When the elevated railroads were built 
they were bonded fof more than their cost. 
They were then capitalized for $13,000,000 
more. Then the philanthropis’s who built 
them for the accommodation of the public 
formed a new company, the Manhattan, 
which, with no assets but a charter, leased 
the two elevated roads, and guaranteed them 
10 per cent a year on their stock. Manhattan 
stock was issued to the amount of $13,000,000 
and listed on the New York Steck Exchange 
forsale. This stock the incorvorators told 
investors was pure gold; it controlled all the 
elevated railroad business of New York, and 
was certain to be immensely vaiuable. it 
was sold to the public at 5to 70. When they 
had unloaded their gold bricks at these 
prices, the managers of the New York elevat- 
ed railroads turned around and declared that 
what they had just parted with was after all 
not gold, but brass. There was nothing they 
did not say or do to prove its worthlesness, 
and they succeeded in buying back as brass 
what they had sold as gold. 

The men who cheated the public out of 
millions by these dishonest manipulations 
and misrepresentations are called financiers. 

The feliows who tried to defraud a credu- 
lous man out of $5,000 for a brass brick are 
called swindlers. ‘ 

The law will visit its heaviest penalties 
on the latter, but when the former go into 
court it will only be to use the law in aid of 
some new scheme for appropriating, legally, 
the property of others to their own use. 

If the men who get up a $5,000 fraud are 
swindlers, what are the men who fabricate a 
$13,000,000 swindle? If the $5,000 swindlers 
must go to jail, where should the $13,000,000 
swindlers be sent to?

CURIOUS CHANGE OF SENTIMENT. 
The world moves! Think of the secession 
Southron, the irreconcilable and unrecon- 
structed Confederate, protesting against the 
removal of United States biue-coats from 
one of the Capitals of the South! Such an 
occurrence would have been regarded as 
impossible fifteen years ago, when the Con- 
federates believed themselves beaten but 
not vanquished. It would searcely have 
been credited if anybody had predicted such 
a change even five years ago, when the 
South was ringing with eloquent phrases 
about the intimidation of Federal bayonets 
at the polls. The announcement of such an 
event would have been a shock to Congress 
even later on, when the Democrats refused 
to pass appropriations for the support of the 
army unless tne Government would agree to 
send all the troops to the frontier and guar- 
antee their absence from all_civilized com- 
munities duringelection-time.

This event at Atlanta seems to denote 
practical progréss toward the unification and 
conciliation of the two sections, and a rad- 
ical change of sentiment at the South towards 
the North.

Ir has been supposed for a long time that 
the construction of iron steamers with 
„ bulkheads,” or cross-walls, was a guaran- 
tee against sinking from any ordinary leak. 
The system of bulkheads is simply a division 
of the bottom into a number of water-tight 
compartments. The theory has been thata 
hole in any one or even twe or more of such 
compartments would not affect the others, 
and the steamer would continue to float un- 
til all the compartments had been knocked 
in separately. These bulkheads are sepa- 
rated by iron-doors, and when a steamer has 
sunk heretofore it has been concluded that 
these doors had been carelesly left open, or 
that the iron partitions had been defectively 
constructed. The sinking of the steamer 
Teuton has exposed the fallacy of the as- 
sumed protection. She ran upon asubmerged 
rock and knocked two holes in her 
hull. Thus two of the compartments were 
filled with water. She was backed off 
from the rock without any trouble, and the 
Captain gave the order to make for the 
nearest land at full speed, All the compart- 
ments then gave way at once. The reason 
was clear and scientific. The ship yielded 
to the principle of hydraulic pressure. The 
swift motion of the ship made the sea a great 
power pressing upon the two compartments 
which were filled with water and acted like 
hydraulic chambers. No iron partitions can 
be constructed which could resist such a 
force, Had it been possible to back the ship 
to land she might have been saved from 
sinking; but that is hardiy ever practicable 
with a screw propeller. It is now suggested 
that each compartment in the hull should be 
provided with an outlet in order that the 
water may work through in case of a leak 
instead of pressing against the adjoining

At 10 o’clock on 
Saturday night a drunken man was carried 
by a mob to the foot of Nelson’s column, 
from the steps of which he harangued 
the crowd. Then follows the Standard re- 
porters’ acchunt: On a policeinan coming 
past he was pushed throughout the crowd. 
Several fellows tried to knock his helmet 
over his eyes, and, after great difficulty, 
the Constable managed to escape by stepping 

to atram-car, On Col. Connolly hearing 
of what was taking place he dispatched 
a force of police to disperse the 
meeting. As one of these bodies 
was coming up from College street, they no- 
ticed a crowd of men and boys surrounding 
and jostling but not striking the Inspector 
and two Constables. Without warning, they 
suddenly brandished their batons, and, ex- 
tending into order, rushed in upon the 
crowd, indiscriminately 
KNOCKING DOWN EVERY PERSON THEY MET. 
Meanwhile the impromptu meeting at Nel- 
son’s Pillar was progressing, and at a quarter 
past 11 about 3,000 persons were listening to 
the address of a half-drunken demagog, 
Col, Connolly had brought 150 police of the 
B and C divisions by a détour round 
North Earl street, and these got word to 
charge and disperse the meeting. They 
rushed in upon the people, hurled: them

NIHILISM. 
A UNITED. EFFORT AGAINST IT. 

Beri, Oct. 17.—Although it is denied 
that any fresh measures were concerted at 
Dantzig against Nihilism, there are signs 
that since that meeting the revolutionists 
have been more sharply looked after than be- 
fore. The Prussian authorities have shown 
their activity in the matter by the recent ar- 
rest uf a number of Russian Nihilists and 
their incarceration at Bromberg, in the Prus- 
sian-Polish province of Poland, Efforts of 
the Kussian Government to induce the Pow- 
ers to adopt more stringent measures against 
International Socialists have found a great 
obstacle in the Government of republican 
France. It is rumored that attempts 
are being made to win over N. 
Gambetta to the views of the Impe- 
rial Governments on this subject, In 
fact, it is asserted that the hint has been 
given to the French statesmen that in return 
for concessions upon this point the Eastern 
empires would be ready to accord him an 
equivalent in the way of supporting him and 
using their influence in bis favor when he 
occupies a still higher position than at pres- 
ent. On the Russian frontiers greater vigi- 
lance is now being exercised than heretofore, 
and the doings in all the border countries of 
Prussia, Austria, and Roumania are attent- 
ively watched, with a view to prevent the 
entrance, exit, or escape of Nihilist emissa- 
ries. At the ports, all vessels from England, 
France, and America are more strictly ex- 
amined in order to detect any attempt to in- 
troduce infernal machines at the chief ports 
of those countries. Russia is organizing a 
system of secret agents. 


ITALY. 
PILGRIMS PELTED. 

Rome, Oct. 17.—It is impossible to describe 
the enthusiastic cheers after the Pope gave 
his betiediction on the occasion of receiving 
the Italian pilgrims at St. Peter's on Sunday. 
The Pope looked thin, worn, and anxious. 
A gang of rouglis pelted the pilgrims while 
they were leaving the Church of St. Vitale, 
shouting, “ Down with the Vatican.” 

THE UNHAPPY POPE. 

The Pope, in his address to the Italian pil- 
grims at St. Peter’s yesterday, stated a de- 
plorable state of affairs placed before him 
the alternative of enduring continual captiv- 
ity, made harder daily, or of going into exile. 
He therefore asked the Catholics to watch 
and pray for the liberty and independence of 
the Pope. He concluded by saying he was no 
longer secure in his palace; that he was out- 
raged in his person and dignity in a thou- 
sand ways.

TRICKS UPON JEWELERS. 


Some of the Ingenious Practices of 
Rogues Who Steal Valuables. 
: New York Sun. 

“Of all the tricks, devices, subterfuges, sharp 
dodges, or deceptions I ever saw.“ said jeweler 
J. H. Johnston to a Sun reporter, “was one by 
which a sharp fellow stole from me three pairs 
of diamond earrings. He evidently knew when 
I was not in the store. He came in one day and 
said to one of my clerks: 

„ls Mr. Johnston in 7 

No,“ was the reply. 

am sorry for that,’ he sald, ‘I wish to buy 
a pair of diamond earrings for my wife.’ 

“This was repeated op four or five successive 
days. The last time be said he would udt wait 
to see me bat would look at some earrings. The 
clerk showed him an assortment, and he inaliy 
selected three pairs, valued at $450, and said: 
*]) guess Iwill let my wife select from these. 
She will be at my store in an hour, and I want 
you to tell Mr. Johnston to bring these around 
himself, as he is acquainted with my wife.’ 

** All right, sir; 1 will,’ replied the clerk. 

„By the way,’ said the fellow, ‘if you will 
permit me, I wil write a note to Mr. Johnston.’ 

“* Certainly,’ said the clerk, who showed him 
to a desk and pointed out where be could get 
paper and envelopes. He sat down, Wrote a 
short note, folded it, and put it in an envelope 
directed to me. Then be went back to the 
counter and said to the clerk: I t hink you had 
better put the three pairs of earrings in here 
and I will seal them up so that Mr. Johnston will 
be certain to bring the right ones." 

„Very well.“ suid the clerk; who handed out 
the three pairs of earrings and the fellow 
dropped them into the envelope before the 
clerk's eyes, and was 19 * about to seal 
the envelope when he said suddenly: 

„Oh. I guess you may put in that other pair,’ 
pointing to a pair which the clerk had laſd on 
the shelf behind him.

The 
goods were sent by a clerk, who found the cus- 
tomer apparently engaged in showing carpets, 
and perfectly at nome. He recognized the clerk, 
and said: 

An! just step this way, and I will give you 
a check.“ He went with theclerkto a d 
drew a check, and took

was worthless. and we found that he had secured 
the desk privilege at the carpet store by pre- 
tending that be was buying a large stock of car- 
pete among other purchases in the city. He 
fooled five jewelers in New York and others in 
other cities. 

“One day a swarthy, foreign-looking, - 
dressed young man eulied on a brother jeweler 
and handed bim his gard— Alexander Dumas, 
Prussian Legation, Washington.’ He said he 
was with bis wifeand child at the St. Nicholas 
Hotel, and wanted to buy some watches and jew- 
elry, for which he would pay cash. He said his 
wite was too sick to leave the hotel, and wanted 
the goods sent with the bill. The jeweler 
thought be would make a sure thing of it and 
take the goods himself, He went to the St. 
Nicholas, was told that Mr. Dumas was stopping 
there, and was shown to his room. Mr. mas 
was busy writing, but welcomed the jeweler 


iaily. 

Ad.“ he said, I am glad you have come. I 
am sorry that my wife is confined to her bed. I 
will just step into the next room and let her 
make ber selections.’ 

“The jeweler, in a moment of weakness, con- 
sented. After waiting five minutes be began to 
get nervous. He did not ‘like to disturb a sick 
lady, but went to the office to make some in- 
quiries. There he found that Mr. Dumas had 
just stepped out, and had no wife or chiid in the 
house. He was finaliy caught, after be had 
played the same game on a number of jewelers, 
and lodged in Sing Sing. Wheo he was captured 
he tried to conciliate bis last victim by the pres- 
entation of a beautiful overcoat. But the over- 
coat proved to have been stolen. 

In showing jewelry it is the custom to show 
only six watches at once, or some uniform num- 
ber. If the customer wants to see another, one 
of those already on exhibition will be taken 
away. Thesamerule is observed with rings. 
The tray is always full, or with a known num- 
ber of holes empty, so that if a ring were taken 
the loss would be instantly detected. Some 
times swindlers will watch an opportunity and 
slip in a worthless ring and take away a good 
one. One jeweler of my acquaintance found 
five plated rings thus substituted for plain gold 
rings in one day. The trick was pluyed upon a 
number of jewelers about the same time, and 
then the rogue was captured. 

“A common trick in buying goods on the in- 
stallment plan is to give a wrong name, men- 
tioning the name of some solvent person. The 
references will, of course, give a good report, 
and it will not be discovered until too late that 
the character does not belong to the one 
who purchased the a 

One of the shrewdest and boldest tricks ever 
played on a jeweler was done by a woman of 
nerve ip Cincinnati not long ago. One day a 
middle-aged woman, of fine personal appear- 
ance, well dressed, and of most attractive man- 
ners, called at a private lunatic asylum and 
asked to see the Superintendent. That official 
met her in the parlor. 

“I wish to make arrangements for the con- 
finement of a patient dere,“ she said.

A FALSE REPORT, 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago ‘Tribune. 
Mitwavukek, Wis., Oct. 17.—0. F. Hol 
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SWEDEN, Aucust, 1881.—As it takes the steam- 
er longer than usual this morning to ascend the 
locks, I will occupy the time until it arrives be- 
fore the inn to give something of the history of 
this interesting Swedish canal we are to follow. 
The Scandinavian Peninsula belongs to a com- 
paratively recent geological period; and it is 
probable that at an early date the southern halt 
of Sweden was an isiand, the North Sea being 
connected with the Gulf of Finland, and in turn 
with the White Sea. This assumption is ren- 
dered likely by the fact thata kind of crayfish 
found in the White Sea and in Lake Venern, a 
large inland lake ot Sweden, does not exist in 
the Baltic and North Seas. Theremains of this 
water-connection are still seen in the numerous 
large inkes and rivers that abound in the in- 
terior of Sweden, and of themselves form 
AN ALMOST CONTINUOUS WATER HIGHWAY 
between the east and west coasts. 

ne existence of this almost complete channel 
of communication, which, if complete, would 
obviate the necessity of a long, tedious sail 
around the southern extremity of the Pevin- 
sula, led Swedish engineers, as early as the be- 
ginning of the Sixteenth Century, to question 
whether such a direct communication were pos- 
sible. But the chief obstacle to its achievement 
lay in the Falls of Trdlhiita, situated in the 
course of the Géta River. An attempt 
to get around this difficulty was not 
made, accordingly, until the beginning 
of the last century. Three locks were at 
first constructed, when for some reason the 
work was discontinued, and these now form a 
not unpicturesque fuin. Some time subse- 
quent eight new locks were completed, which 
are still in use by small craft; but, as their ca- 
pacity was found inadequate for the transmit- 
tal of large ships, eleven other great locks were 
built by Ericsson about 1800. These eleven, sit- 
uated at the village of Trolbita, together with 
five others, three below and two above the 
fails, enabie ships to ascend to and descend 
from Lake Venern, lying 144 feet higher than 
the North Sea. The next end to be achieved 
was to connect this lake with Lake Vettern, 150 
feet still higher, and thence to descend 30) feet 
to the Baltic. At length, in 1822 Von Platten 
had accomplished his giant task of twenty-two 
years at a cost of 5.001000 crowns. 

The entire length of this water-highway is 260 
Eogilish miles, but the artificial portion is only 
56 miles. Short as this seems, it was, neverthe- 
ess, a task to be compared with the labors of 
Hercules, and, for the engineers who achieved it, 
a monument more lasting than brass. The whole 
canal is known under the general name of 

“THE GOTA CANAL?’ 

but the individual sections have designations 
of theirown. The locks number seventy-four 
in all, of which five are regulating locks. The 
width of the canal is forty-six feet at the bottom 
and eighty-six at the surface, and its depth is 
ten fect. In many places it bas been cut through 
the solid rock; and where, in others, the earthen 
sides might be damaged by the swash of the 
frequently passing vesseis, this has been guarded 
against by a handsome fascing of cut stone ex- 
tending several feet below the surface of the 
water. 

But it has now grown to be 8o’clock. A warm 
sun tempers the effect of the chilly wind; the 
keen air and the early morning climb have en- 
gendered flerce appetites; the party shows 
evidences of restiesness, and the impatient 
query is beard on ali sides.

before us. The date tells that King Adoiphus 
and his consort were bere in 1754, and Oscar and 
Sophie in 1869. Above the royal names is a 
beautifully-cut crown. But bark! that is the 
boat’s whistle! We hurriedly retrace our steps, 
reéater the Wadstena, and are soon steaming 
along the canal; out of it into the river again: 
= pretty wooded hights and groups of ge 
y-dre p*.sants who are bastening the 
picturesque chapel from its lofty perch 
overlooks the roaring falls, whose estimaied 
225,000 horse- power drives those numerous milis, 
now hushed into Sabbath stiliuess. 

Another hour, and we enter Lake Venern, an 
immense sheet of crystal, gleam! in the sun- 
light, 144 feet above the sea-level, whence we 
bad started twelve hours previous, and the first 
of that chain of great Swedish inland lakes. One 
. characteristic of Scandiuavian scenery 
s the prevalence of lakes formed by the expan- 
sior of the rivers, and this portion of this won- 
dorf ul peninsula is by no means an exception. 

Coming on deck about this time, one of our

Hastening to the Captain sbe exclaimed, 
“Why. Captain, I see you have up the American 
colors! hat is that for?” The Oaptaio re- 
moved bis hat 43 and replied, with a bow 
and a smile, In honor of the American corre- 
spondents and their ladies.“ The Boston Post 
bas a representative who is taking this trip 
through Scandinavia with us. Further inquiries 
elicited the explanation that, when Capt. Erica- 
son learned that he was to buve four Americans 
amoung his passengers, he hunted all over Gothen- 
burg for an American flag. and at last discovered 
one in the possession of a returned emigrant; 
and under this beautiful reminder cf our be- 
—— land we sailed the whole way to Stock- 

olm. 

Our course now lay. first along the west coast, 
afterwurds directly across the lake, and about 
midday we were rolling in a manner decidedly 
uncomfortable to many. All this time our cler- 
ical brethren were deporting themselves after a 
fashion highly suggestive of ardent as weil as 
high spirits; and one of them cieurly evinced 
that his bead and conscience both were not proof 
against the seductive charms of Cognac. 

Late in the afternoon our pigmy steamer en- 
tered the canal leadmg from Lake Venern up to 
Lake Vettern, and stupped at the Tuwn of Wad- 
stena. Here stands an ancient castie, built by 
Gustavus Vasa, from the windows of which that 
monarch’s insane son, the Duke of Osterygitiand, 
Hung bimself into the lake beneath, declarmg 
he was called thither by the songs of the sirens. 

As the boat next neared the first of several 
locks, the passage of which would consume some 
time, the Captain, ever ready for the pleasure 
of his passengers, informed us we might 
tuke a run on shore; and added that, if we 
would meet him a little farther on,

Should any reader of this letter be at 
a loss where to spend his next summer's vaca- 
tion, let me suggest to him that, if he contem- 
plates enjoying it abroad, be cannot do bet- 
ter than to visit Denmark and Sweden, and 
this wonderful canal route. its discomforts are 

ing to speak of, and its pleasures are great. 

Its beauty is enhanced by its noveity; and, if 
his experience be ut all like ou it will form 
one of the most delightful e es of his life. 
I can wish bim no greater good 
nection with the trip tban fo fall into the bands 
of Capt. Ericsson, of the Wadstena. Yet, who- 
ever be the Captain, I think he will 
and affabie—fur these are mark character- 
istics of the nation. They treat strangers with 
more than were civility—with extreme courtesy 
and friendliness, taking him to their homes, and 
sbowing him every bie attention. At once 
upon coming into Sweden you are impressed 
with the universal quiet politeness. There is 
no rude jostling in the streets; and, if you are 
in a crowd, the peopie pressing about you do 
not appeur to act on tne principle that every one 
must push his neighbor aside if possible, and 
usurp bis place; their bebavior is orderly and 
respectful. There is more ecrutiny of strangers, 
perhaps, than is the cause in Denmark; but it is 
far from being a r stare. The people look 
neat and clean, and there is a prevailing air 
of comfort, or at least a desire for comfort. At 
the very excellent Hotel Kung Cari, at Stock- 
holm, we found, for the first time since leaving 
America, closets built into the wall. We were 
also surprised to und to what an extent tele-

are täll and erect, or at least seemed so after 
our coming from Denmark; havea bright open 
countenahoe, golden balr, and frank biue eyes. 
The white or black handkerchief worn -upoo the 
heads of the women appears everywhere, and 
beneath the front edge of these bead-dresses 
the hair is seen to be brushed smoothly and 
piainly back over noticeubly broad, ciear, fair 
brows. The women are often observed workudg@ 
in the felds and bearing beavy ULurdens; but 
their appearance does not sent such marked 
and distressing evidence of premature age, nor 
their forms look so crushed down and bent by 
toil, as in Germany. They lock to the cities iu 
search of empioyment, and may be often seen 
carrying bricks and mortar tor the scanty 
wuges of One krone per day; but such is their ex- 
treme frugality that maay of them actually a- 
cumulate out of this slender remuneration of 
27 cuts a day a property sufficient for their old 
nge. A gentieman told us of one energetic 
woman who out of such carniuxgs sav up 
enough to start a small factory, which, under 
ber frugal, wise mauagement, has grown into 
a thriving business, uatil now this quondam 
hodcarrier bas become a rich factory- prupr.etur. 

Wedo not tind as much German spoken or un- 
derstood here as in Denmark, but most of the 
shopkeepers communicate with us in our native 
tongue. French is the language of the Court, 
and hence it is the one popular with the bigher 
classes. This is no doubt due to the French ex- 
traction of the Royal family—the present King, 
Oscur I., being a grandson of John Bernadotte, 
one of Bouapart s Field Marshals, who, in 1818 ur 
thereabouts, was elected King of the Swedes un- 
der the title of Charlies XIV. 

This interesting, and in many respects eacel- 
lent, nation shows a dark side and presents 
traits by no means praiseworthy. Notwithstand- 


lug good temperance laws,

stalks abroad in the land. Wehave seen more 
of it here than at any time since leaving the 
other side of the Atlantic. The stronger liquors 
are cousumed to an inordinate extent; even 
the beer contains a very high percentage of 
uicohol, and is by no means the barmiess bev- 
erage it is supposed to be. A very favorit na- 
tichal mixture is the “ Swed sh puach,”’ whose 
formula I cannot give, but whose chief ia- 
gredient is arrack; it is sweet and very strong— 
cbiefiy drunk cold, I believe—and, to those fond 
of the favor of rum, is very palatable. 1 un- 
derstand that every guest of a Swedish family is 
reraied therewith before retiring. 

The nation is a poor one financially; and vet 
Iam toid that among the upper classes prevail 
gross extravagance and an aversion to honest 
labor. Denmark may almost be said to be char- 
acterized ty the absence of an idie, impover- 
ished nobility. On the other hand, this sister 
land teems with poor but proud Barons and 
Counts, who-e only claim to distinction is an il- 
lustrious ancestry, and who themselves are only 
characterized by their indolence. According to 
a wealthy jeweler of Stockbolm. who is in real- 
ity a Norwegian, Dut who, durmg forty years of 
active business life in Sweden, bas amassed a 
la property, there is a certain manifestation 
of false pride among the workmen he has em- 
ployed which is highly ridiculous to an Ameri- 
can, but which finds its counterpart in Germany 
and perhaps elsewhere. Me deciares that be has 
often banded a parcel of goods to ove of his 
empiloyés with the request that he take it to the 
house of the rohaser, when be has met with 
the reply that it was not Bis place to carry bun- 
dies; and he could only overcome the objection 
by averring that,if the proud employé would 
not deliver the obnoxious package, em - 
ployer himself would do so. 

Some of the customs still prevailing here are 
very curious, as witness that of the smörgas- 
bord.“ described in my preceding letter. A 
Danish lady has kindly furnished me with the 
follewing account of a 


TEA-PARTY 
to which she was once invited in a Swedish town 
about fifty miles back from Malmö, in South- 
west Sweden. “Il was visiting,” sue says, my 
sister, who is married to a Swede, and resides 
not far from Maimd. One day we were invited 
to take tea at a neighbor's; and, upon arriving 
at the house, I found it was a tea- party, there 
being about twenty ladies and geutlemen pres- 
eut. When supper was announced the ladies 
first arose and went into the dining-rvom. Here, 
in the middle, stood a table upon which at one 
place were piled ali the plates, at another ail the 
cups and saucers, at another all the knives and 
forks, while in etui a fourth heap were all the 
spoous.) In tne centre were displayed cold 
meats, bread and butter, and other cold viands 
in profusion, Of course the ever-present 
schnapps were not want Each lady weat up 
to this table, selected a plate, knife, fork, etc., 
helped herself to whatever catables she wanted, 
seated herself at one of the other smaller tables 
standing about,and began eating. In a few 
minutes a servant entered with tea, which she 
served to the guests. After the ladies had fin- 
ished their cold viands the servant again ap- 
peared, this time with hot meats, vegeta 
etc. Then, when the ladies were about hal 
done with their supper, the gentiemen entered 
the room and went through the same — 
ings as the ladies had done previously. It all 
seemed very odd to me; and, when I afterwards 
questioned my sister about it, she assured me 
that this was custom in all Swedish families. 
She, bemg a Dane, bad not yet ype accus- 
tomed to it; but she said she bad no doubt she 
would yet become enough of a Swede to adopt 
even this manner of serving supper.“ 

THE HABIT OF FEEING 
is as prevalent here as elsewhere on the Conti- 
nent; but the polite way in whith one is 
thanked for tendering “trink-geld” is very 
gratifying, and certainly refreshing compared 
with the surly silence wherewith some Teutonic 
servants a the same if it happen to be 
smaller than was ed.

COMMUNISM IN PARIS. 


A Couple of Becent Meetings. 
Dispatch te London Standard. 

Parts, Oct. 2.—There can be no disguising the 
fact that the Communist party are once more 
raising their heads, and that, too, in a most au- 
dacious way. Two meetings bave just been 
beid in Paris, ia the course of which the mis- 
creants who carried out the sanguinary insur- 
rection of 1871 giloried in their crime before 
large and approving audiences. The frst of 
these gatherings, which was a most uproarious 
one, took piace on Friday night at the Elysee 
Montmartree, a place trequeuted by the lower 
classes. About 2,000 persons of the genuine 
red type met there to pass judgment 
on a difference between M. Malon, an 
ex-member of the Commune, and Lieut. 
Lullter. for some time Commander-in 
Chief of the military forces in Paris. The former 
recently tormulated agaiust Lieut. Luilier a 
charge, which bad been gradually acquiring 
consistency among his former friends, of hav- 
ing rot My Commune in various ways 
when at beud of its troops. The accused 
denied the charge, and a jury of houor was ap- 
pointed, baif of the members being partisans 
of M. Malou and half friends of Lieut. Luilier. 
Be unable to agree, they summoned the 

in question to decide the points at 
iesue. The great majority present were evi- 
dentiy iu favor of M. Maion, and Lieut. Luilier 
had a very sorry time of it. After much pre- 
liminary noise and cenfusion, Lieut. Lullier was 
of bav sold his men to M. Thiers for 
2.000 francs. Vous menten! excinimed the 
accused. A bas le traitre!’’ rejoined the audi- 
ence. Gneat tumult followed, in the midat 
of which Citoyen Authelme up to de- 
fend Lullier, but the audience refused 
to listen to him. and insisted on the ac- 
cused doing bis own work. Lieut. Lullier, white 
with rage, mounted the platform, when he wus 
at ouce assailed with biasing and boo . He 
denied the charges.

His friends, fearing biovod- 
shed, in and man to get him out of 
the room by a back dour. eanwhile the meet- 
ing broke up, and gatbered outside in the hope 
of lynching Luilier as be left: but, on learning 
be nee eluded them, they were forced to forego 
easure.

CURIOSITIES OF OPHTHALMOLOGY. 

The regular semi-monthly meeting of the Chi- 
cago Medical Society was heid last evening in 
Parior 440f the Grand Pacific, with Dr. Ingalls 
presiding. Dr. E. L. Holmes read a Keport of 
Cases in Ophtha in which be cited some 
rare observa One of the cases mentioned 
was an eyeiash in the interior chamber. A Ger- 
man farmer, % years of age, received a 
punetured wound in the left corner from a 
short piece of straw, thrown from a thras- 
ing-machine. Blindness of the eye was the 
immediate result, occasioned, probably, by 
hemorrhage in the anterior chamber. A cata- 
ract was formed, and found by the Doctor nine 
months afterwards, the eyciash having been 
carried through the cornea by the piece of 
straw. it was easily removed by means of a 
small, blunt hook, through a minute incision in 
the cornea. cataract was removed and sight 
restored. Drs. Hotz and Tilley gave some very 
interesting histories of other cases of injuries 
to the eyes which had come under their obser- 
vation.

DISEASE AND DEATH. 


PLENTY OF BOTH, WITH GLOOMY PROSPECTS FOR 
THE WINTER, UNLESS WISE PRECAUTIONS ARB 
TAKEN. 

Dr. Garrott, the Acting Commissioner of 
Health, said yesterday that be experienced a 
great deal of trouble in endeavoring to stamp 
out small-pox on account of the opposition 
which was still encountered against vaccination 
in the Fourteenth Ward. Here he had to plead 
and entreat with the people, that he might save 
their lives and those of their children. The So- 
cialistic organ, Ald. Stauber, and several doctors 
in the ward urged the people to refuse to be 
vaccinated, and the result was that smail-pox 
continued to spread in that iocality. So far as 
concealimg cases was concerned. it was an 
every-duy occurrence, and it was the death 
of the — only that finally revealed 
them. Doctor said he was devoting 
night and day towards urging people 
to have themselves aud children vaccinated. 

Mr. Merki stated to I TRIBUNE reporter 
that Dr. was one of the Spponents ot vac- 
cination. A child died at No. 45 West Chicago 
avenue Saturday of smali-pox. The case was 
not i uutil after deatn. It was only tbe 

the mother died of the same 
disease, and the case was not reported until 
alter death. Dr. Dal attended both these cascs. 

Another case, attended by Dr. Stebaits, was 
reported Sunday, after the victim was dead, 
This case was at No. 129 Barber street. 

Again, Dr. Sauer, of No. 200 West Twelfth 
street, pay sent in a report yesterday of a death 
at No. 517 Morgan street. Merki found it 
Saturday, and Sauer bad attended it for a week, 
claiming to have treated it tor a case of 
meusies.

If 
it should revoke a few certificates of practice 
the matter would soon be remedied, and all 
cases of small- pox would be reported, while the 
spreading of the contagior would to a large ex- 
tent be prevented. 

One of the things most essentially needed is a 
retenosion hospital where suspected cases could 
be kept from twenty-four to forty-eight hours, 
when it could be decided whether suspected 
cases were genuine small- pox or other diseases. 
As it is now, small-pox sufferers walk into the 
City-Hail daily, aud into the Health Office, 
spreading the disease in every way. If there 
were a reteusion hospital the suffers could go 
there. Such institutions exist in nearly ail 
large cities in the worid. 

At p from Michigan waiked into the 
Health Uilice yesterday, claimi to have the 
sinail-pox. Several physicians diaguosed the 
case, und there was a difference of opinion, 
some claiming that he bad the measies. How- 
ever, he was sont to the pest-house. Tuis, is not 
at ye as it should be, but there was no other way 
to do. 

There were thirty-one deaths in the city 
yesterday, including six from typhoid fever, 
The attention of the public is being attracted by 
the facts which Tun ines has u giv 
in regard to the vity’s unsanitary condition, an 
the remarkable and unusual preva- 
lence of zymotic diseases. It is 
in part due to atmospheric causes, 
but largely to the filthy condition which has 
prevailed all summer in the streets and alleys. 
There has been gross neglect in this regard, and 
Chicago is reaping der reward for ollicial care- 
lesness. The street-cleaning contractor who 
bad the work never was able or competent to 
full his contract, and it was only afew days 
ago that the matter was remedied. The city is 
threatened with 

AN EPIDEMIC OF ZYMOTIC DISEASES. 
There is no denying the facte, and no need of 
mincing words about it. Eminent and experi- 
euved doctors predict and fear it. The evidence 
lies largeiy in the fact that there is an increase 
instead of a diminution in this class of diseases. 
Windows in houses are yet kept open, but 
when houses are closed tightly because of cold 
weather then will come the tug of war. There 
is a remedy necessary, and it lies in the power 
of the city authorities to grant it. There should 
be a more thorough and better sanitary and 
medicai inspection. The Inspectors in each 
division should work under a competent pbysi- 
cian, and make house-to-house visits. Not one- 
haif of the actual number of the prevailing con- 
tagious diseases are reported; the death-rate 
telis that story. The mortality reports, as they 
go out, tell their own story, and they are at- 
tracting gréat attention outside. Uniess some- 
thing detinit is done, and that verv soon, great 
damage must, of n ity, result to the busi- 
ness interests of the City.

Three Roughs Attempt to Rob a North 
Clark Street Car. 

A premeditated and desperate attempt to rob 
the passengers in a North Side street-car was 
made at about 2 o'clock yesterday morning on 
the North Clarx street viaduct, by a gang of 
roughbs supposed to be members of a gau that 
is nightly to be found about Pat O Brien’s saloon 
at the north end of Clark street bridge. As the 
car which leaves the corner of Clark and Madi- 
son streets a few minutes after 2 o'clock 
was on its way to its point of north- 
ward departure it was boarded at Obio street 
by three rougb-looking men. When the car had 
begun the siight descent at the southern end of 
the viaduct, just before reaching the bridge, it 
was thrown violently from the track. At the 
same moment the three thievish-look indi- 
viduals made a concerted assault upon a Jewish 

utleman who was standing on the rear piat- 

orm, and attempted to go tarou bis pockets 
and relieve him of bis watch.

CORN PRICES AND VALUES. 
To the Editor of The Chicago Tribune. 

ONARGA, III., Oct..15.—It seems to me, with all 
due respect to Tun TRIBUN®, that it takes a one- 
sided view of “ corners.” The blame seems to 
be thrown on to the bulis—all the sympathy is 
for the bears. I would respectfully ask, Who 
makes corners possible? Who profit and who 
suffer by them? 

Jun Trisuns things corn too bigh, and gives 
as a reason for that opinion that the average 
of the past ten years bas been about 40o per bu. 
Why not go back of that period for the average? 
From 1855 to 1870 the average of the highest 
prices of the different years in Chicago was 
greater than the highest price which it has 
reached during this corner—about 800. 

The facts ure about as follows: There are 
laws to prevent “corners.” The Board of 
Trade bas rules to the sume effect. Said 
rules are eminently one-sided. , 

The buyer must take the grain according to 
contract or he is dishonored—the seller need not 
deliver a bushel. A combination may but down 
prices at the seaboard, Increase freight rates, 
and settie at 10 per cent above shipping value. 
leaving the producer at the mercy of the East- 
erp buyer and transportation companies, and 
there is no doubt but that such bas been Case 
in times past. 

It is not a small job to run a corner in this age 
of the world. r must control a large 
sum of money, take the stuf and for it, 
— pire | the number is few. seller 
needs but comparatively little tor margins, and 
their number is Would it not be better 
for the great army of producers and legitimate 
dealers to make it a criminal offense for auy one 
to sell or offer to sell any grain or produce 
without the intention and provable ability to 
deliver accord to contract? Haug or trans- 
port the immense army of short sellers and 
scalpers, and we would not bave any corners to 
burt any one. A corner would not be possidie 
unless parties sold who have no business to Sell, 

they are the only ones who get hurt, un- 
less, as in the present case, the board ste 
in to W the ones who make al 
trouble. ke the October deal for example. 
Certain parties thought.corn. was too low in view 
of actual crop and bought, just as 
Joseph did (possibly). Oertain ower parties sell 
to them not only ail the cash corn there is in tne 
market, but ten times as much that they bave 
not, nor ever expect to have. Then comes the 
tug of wur. ome Dares dun afford to pay 4 large 
advance oa one busbel if he can make the seller 
pay bim the same advance on five or ten busb- 
els even if be finally loses the advance on the 
cash property. 80 if shorts would not sell there 
would be no temptation to runacorner. The 
whole thiug is a struggle between parties for 
personal profit who have no interest iu the gene- 
ral welfare. If the corner is a success certain 
rties pocket large amounts of the other fei- 
ws’ money, or vice versa. But in the mean- 
time the farmer and country dealer get better 
prices for what they have, and it seems to be 
mall business for board to step in and 
beip either rty..

It 
is proper for .the dealer, milier, and 
ufacturer to buy as his needs may 
require, as the merchant lays in stocks 
ot goods. It is also proper for the country grain 
dealer to buy the farmer's crop and sell the 
same to dealers. It helps to keep values steady, 
but the miserable gumbler steps in and pub- 
lishes all sorts of Hes, using all Kinds of itnflu- 
ences to de prices, and the combination 
known as the * of Trade also steps in in 
emergencies to beip him “beat” all the rest. 
He bas sold what be never had, nor expected to 
have, and then raises his hands in holy horror 
and denounces corners. For tive or six years 
previous to last, they have had the advantage. 
They have made millions of dollars out of the 
“longs,” until it got to be an accepted principle 
of trading on Change to seil on every bu 
then break the murket by persistent selling and 
Hit in on the break. 

The Chicago * Board of Trade,“ with its sys- 
tem of immense warehouses, is a grand institu- 
tion. It is like the immense reservoirs of our 
large cities, collecting from every direction 
the food for the world, and distributing as ne- 
cessities require, but it is prostituting itself when 
it assumes a partisan relation to heip one class 
of ite members against auother. 

THE TRIBUNE refers to the average price of 
the last ten years bemg about We per bu. “ Why 
is this?”

Ic Senator Davis is an Indepedendent in 
politics. He goes into no caucuses, and con- 
fesses no obligations to either party. But he 
leans toward the Democrats since he was 
elected by a combination of Independents and 
Democrats. G Senator Davis personaily has 
never been a Democrat. He was, like Mr. Liu- 
coln,a Whig and then a Republican, and was oue 
of the closest friends of President Lincoln, who 
appointed him to the Supreme Bench. In 1872 
Senator Davis was the candidate of the Labor- 
Reform party for the Presidency. (@ Dec. 7, 
1876, three days after the meeting of Congress, 
Mr. George W. McCrary, of Iowa, introduced in 
the House of Representatives a preamble and 
resoiutions reciting that it was highiy important 
that the Electoral votes “may be counted and 
the result declared by a tribunal whose au- 
thority none can quesuon, and whose devision 
all will accept us nal, and referring the whole 
subject to a committee of five membess to act 
in conjunction with a similar committee of the 
Senate. (4) The resolution was reforred to the 
Judiciary Committee, a majority of which was 
Democratic, the House having a larwe majority. 
The Jadiciary Committee, througb its Chair- 
man, Procter Knott @ Democrat), reported 
back a substitute, Dec. M, increasing 
the number of the special committee to seven, 
and providing for the appointment of a sepa- 
rate committee of the House to ascertain what 
were the privileges, powers, and duties of the 
House of Representatives in the matter of the 
Electoral count. The substitute was adopted 
witbout a division. The Senate, which was Re- 
publican, subsequently appointed a committee 
of seven to act with the House committee, and 
the joint committee back the Electo- 
ral Commission bill. Mr. Henry B. Payne, of 
Ohio, a Democrat, was Chairman of the House 
committee, and the Democrats had a majority 
of almost two-thirds in the House. The bill 
passed both Houses by a majority of Democratic 
votes, while a majority of Republicans in the 
Lower House opposed it. The votes of the two 
Houses were as follows: 
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It win de seen, therefore, that the bill was 
passed asa Democratie meusure, only nineteen 
Democrats in both Houses voting against it. 
Mr. Garfield, then a member of the House of 
Representatives, voted against the bill, as did 
also Messrs. Banks, Burchard, Cannon, Conger, 
Dunnell, Frye, Fort, Henderson, Huribut, Kus- 
son, Lapham, Townsend, and other Republicans 
equally well known. Indeed the Republican 
leaders, with the exception of Foster, Kelley, and 
McCrary, all bad their votes recorded in the 
negative. In the Senate, Oliver P. Morton led 
the opposition, and refused to sign the report of 
the Joint Committee, of which he was a member. 
The Electoral Commission bill would bave been 
adopted if every Republican in the House had 
voted against it, and only seven Republican 
votes were required to give it a majority in the 
Senate. It had the votes of a majority of the 
Democratic members in both Houses, and of a 
majority of the Republican members only inone 
House; butin neither House did the Republic- 
an votes equal the Democratic votes. There- 
fore the bill may be called primarily a Demo- 
eratic meusure.]

CLEVELAND, O., Oct. 15.—Louls T. Pow, a 
prominent young business-man of Salem, was 
arraigned in the United States District Court 
here yesterday on a very serious charge, that of 
sending an obscere pain pbiet through the tnaiis.

BRITISH GOLD. 


Steady Loss of Preciceus Metal—Efect 
on Discounts and Commerce. 
New York Tribune, Oct. 15. 

The loss of £621,000 bullion during the last 
woek leaves the Bank of England with only 
£21,073,728 gold in reserve. It is a long time 
since the reserve has been reduced so low, and 
the condition of the bank will probably have a 
very important influence upon the finances of 
this country. For nearly three years the United 
States has been drawing gold very largely from 
Eugland. Not many realize how large a pro- 
portion of the imports which have done 
so much to stimulate trade and in- 
dustry here dave from that coun- 
try. British official have been re- 
ceived to the end of August, covering eight 
months of the year 1881. Iu these eight months 
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u greatly diminished by the speculative ad- 
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fect of the speculative movement upon the 
mouey murkets of Atlantic coast, for the 
value of breadstuffs shipped from the Pacific 
coast in September was $3,599,341, against 61.8. 
642 last year, so that the catire movement from 
the Atlanti¢ ports was only $16,347,805 last month, 
agalost $22,354,373 in September, 1880. Less thun 
half the quantity of corn was moved, and about 
3,300,000 bushels less wheat. Unless the grain 
speculation here can be broken up, the Bank of 
England will probably find it comparatively 
easy to resist a further loss of reserve.
